WHEN RIGHT AND WRONG JOIN HANDS 


What happens? Broadly, wrong prevails and the cause 
of right goes down in disgraceful despair. That is the rea- 
son God’s Word contains so many instances where this 
was demonstrated, also gives warning after warning 
against right allying itself with wrong. 

Take, for instance, the liquor and beer traffic legalized 
by state and Federal government for taxes and, of all 
things, taxes on which to educate our children. Now it is 
said that special drives are going to teach children to 
drink beer to cultivate their taste for the stuff. So, down 
the road, Right (education) walks with Wrong (liquor). 
Why educate our children when they are sure to be de- 
stroyed by the very thing that has financed it? 

Another alarming instance of Right choosing a prom- 
enade down the road with Wrong is the home-wrecking, 
debasing, degrading, destroying social and Christian en- 
emy divorce. Our states have made it so easy for divorces 
to be obtained that it’s virtually a matter of tossing to 
one side a companion today and marrying another to- 
morrow. My own home state, South Carolina, that held 
out so long against divorce, has joined the parade with 
the other states in our Loe nee mea 4 Christian nation, in 
antedeluvian custom. Considering the increase in divorces 
following the last two wars, bringing us to the startling 
figure of 610,000 divorces in 1946, reduced only to 405,000 
in 1948, what on earth will be the percentage at the close 
of the next world conflagration, which we can easily be 
in right now? It adds up to the fact that we are as bad 
or even worse than the antedeluvians, who, by their sins, 
caused the flood. 

Another wrong with whom Right—Christian America— 
has joined hands, and with whom she is marching down- 
ward to destruction, is the movies, with their galaxies of 
all but nude women and henchmen, parading and glori- 
ying free loveism, drunkenness, gambling, and crime in 
eneral. For such shameful entertainment and schooling 
in immorality, our nation spends $1,375,000,000 annually, 
and kills thousands of hours of their precious time. 

There are scores of other things with which we Ameri- 
cans need to break hands. For instance, a few years ago, 
Right and Wrong joined hands and fought through the 
bloodiest war history records to destroy a common foe, 
Hitler and Nazism. Now we find ourselves looking Stalin, 
that wrong partner, right in the face over the bloody 
dead and dying bodies of our young men and women on 
Korea’s battlefield; and God in heaven alone knows where 
next, and in how many places, the cream of our youth 
will be targets for the Communist hordes that hate God, 
righteousness, and peace-loving, God-fearing democratic 
nations that saved Communism from what would have 
been, no doubt, their just dues. 

Now I feel more strongly than ever, and I felt it strongly 
when we allied with Russia, that we should have let Rus- 
sia and Germany fight it out like Eugene Fields’ gingham 
dog and calico cat, until they ate each other up! All that 
is a matter of tears, sweat, blood, and three hundred bil- 
lion dollars under the bridge and over the dam. But God 
help us not to furnish another such stream, and, further, 
may we, as a nation, never be so stupid again as to think it 
expedient to join hands with a more desperate foe to God 
and humanity than the actual foe with whom we may 
ind ourselves at war. May I let Paul conclude this subject 

ith 2 Cor. 6:11-18, substituting Americans for Corin- 
thians: 

“O ye Corinthians (Americans), our mouth is open unto 
you, our heart is enlarged. Ye are not straitened in us, 
but ye are straitened in your own. bowels. Now for a 
recompence in the same, (I speak as unto my children,) 
be ye also enlarged. Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers: for what fellowship hath righteousness 
with unrighteousness? and what communion hath light 
with darkness? and what concord hath Christ with Be- 
lial? or what part hath he that believeth with an infidel? 
and what agreement hath the temple of God with idols? 
for ye are the temple of the living God; as God hath said, 
I will dwell in them, and walk in them: and I will be their 
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God, and they shall be my people. Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; and I will receive you, and 
will be a Father unto you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.” 

In the light of this inspired passage of God’s Word, and 
in the light of Russia’s continual disorderly conduct and 
disrespectful attitude toward the United States and all 
peace-loving nations, we find ourselves condemned before 
present and unborn generations and God our heavenly 
Father for having walked hand in hand with a pretended 
friend, and, therefore challenged, yea demanded, to break 
hands, part company, and pray that God will strengthen 
our hands, heads, and hearts, and in, unmerited mercy, 
forgive our national sins and deliver us from communism, 
the most dastardly and devilish force on earth against 
God and humanity. Our hope? “If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then 
will I hear from heaven, and will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land,” 2 Chron. 7:14. 


A TRAGEDY OF TRAGEDIES 


It happened the night of July 12 to Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Cantrell, 27 and 24, and Harry, 8, and Linda, 6 years old. 
This fine little family was run down on one of the streets 
in Chattanooga, Tennessee, with the terrible result of 
death to the father and mother; Harry suffered a broken 
right leg, head bruises and cuts, while Linda received head 
injuries. From here I will give you what Alex Corliss re- 
ported through the Chattanooga Times: 

“Linda is once again her gay smiling self and is able to 
move about the fourth-floor room in the hospital. Harry’s 
leg is in a cast and he must remain in bed. He was not 
feeling so well yesterday afternoon, and relatives believe 
he suspects his parents are dead or seriously hurt. The 
children have not been told the full story of the accident. 
Both children are still asking for their mother and father. 
During a visit from his grandmother, Harry asked, ‘Where’s 
my mommy?’ 

“<She’s asleep,’ he was told. 

“‘*T guess my daddy’s working,’ he mused. 

“Linda, too, wants to know where her parents are. ‘Why 
don’t they let mothers and daddies come to see you in the 
hospital?’ she asked a oman 

“It is planned by members of the family to tell the chil- 
dren of the deaths of their parents when Harry’s condi- 
tion improves. Carl J. Giers, pastor of First —— Church, 
will be asked to give the tragic news to the boy and girl. 
Several in the family are members of his church. 

“It was the Rev. Mr. Giers who picked up the badly in- 
jured boy at the scene of the accident and recognized the 
father as Cantrell lay dead in the street.” 

Whether this was an unavoidable accident or not, it was 
a tragedy that prematurely took life from a mother and 
father, and leaves two more orphans to be deprived of 
that which God designed every child should have—the 
loving, faithful, tender care, training, and support of a 
mother and father. 

Who can tell—Mr. and Mrs. Cantrell may have felt ap- 
pare about getting out very much on the 4th of July 

oliday, for in bold figures there was the prediction in the 
papers that 385 would lose their lives in accidents. Any- 
way, they were not numbered with the 793, instead of 385, 
who met violent deaths in the nation’s bloodiest holiday 
period. They lived eight days longer. The president of the 
National Safety Council, Ned H. Dearborn, said it makes 
America’s part in the Korean war during the same period 
“look like a Sunday School picnic. 

“There is no rhyme or reason to this butchery, and it 
couldn’t om if the people once made up their minds 
it must not happen. Years ago fireworks took a terrific toll 
every 4th of July until public opinion demanded that it 
stop. Now traffic is taking an even more hideous toll, but 
~4 far a opinion seems to say, ‘Nothing can be done 
about it.’” 

He added that such deaths will come down in a hurry 
only when the average American decides he is “going to 
stop his part in this slaughter.” 

Let the Evangel family say, “Amen,” and God be gracious 
not only to keep us from being killed by accidents but 
especially prevent us having the misfortune of killing 
others with our cars.

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We hear the excuse many times, 
“Well, if I had known that, it would 
have been different, or that would 
have never happened.” But, because 
people do not know things that they 
should, and could know, they are 
brought to heartaches and tragedies. 
So there are some things that every- 
one should know as respects his life 
and conduct, and the textbook is the 
Bible—God’s Word. 

1 Thess. 4:3, 4, “For this is the will 
of God, even your sanctification, 
that ye should abstain from fornica- 
tion: that everyone of you should 
know how to possess his vessel in 
sanctification and honour.” 

A soldier goes into battle with the 
“know how.” Just being able to shoot 
a gun does not make a good soldier, 
but it takes putting into practice that 
which we have learned and accepted. 
Because it has been tried and proved 
to be right is the proof of quality. 
I sometimes wonder if at times people 
fail to do right because they do 
not know. Some are interested in 
everything but the Word of God; they 
can tell you a little about most any- 
thing, and a lot about things of which 
a Christian should know nothing, 
but are ignorant of what the Bible 
says. 

I see a group of singers get together. 
The harmony is faultless; the time 
is perfect; the leader has command 
of the group and knows how to direct. 
This didn’t just happen! It took study, 
obedience, practice, and exertion be- 
fore the song became a blessing to 
others. Our lives can only become a 
blessing, edify the church, and bless 
the community when the “know how” 
and “the why’s” of the Bible are 
patiently, thoroughly, and fervently 
put into practice. This comes through 
prayerful study of the Word. 

Paul says, in 1 Thess. 5:23, “And 
the very God of peace sanctify you 
wholly: and I pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Did he say blame- 
less? Yes, that is what he said—blame- 
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less! People do not learn the blameless 
way by just hearing, then failing to 
do what they hear. But to be blame- 
less we must comply with the Word 
of God. Remember the Word of God 
says to “search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: 
and they are they which testify of 
me,” John 5:39. This is exactly what 
we must do if we would know God’s 
will concerning our lives. 

Turning to Gal. 6:4, we read, “But 
let every man prove his own work, and 
then shall he have rejoicing in himself 
alone, and not in another.” What re- 
joicing there is in the heart of a child 
of God when he is living within the 
secret places of the most high! -Only 
those who are consecrated in heart, 
soul, and body, and are obedient, can 
have this experience. Great tumults 
may arise and fears may come, but 
the apostle Paul says, “I am persuaded 
that none of these things shall move 
me.” “But who are you, Paul?” some 
might ask. “Just one who is not meet 
to be called an apostle, one born out 
of due season, one filled with power of 
God, standing on the truths of the 
unsearchable riches of the eternal 
word of God.” 

Again, Paul exhorts the Christians 
in Romans 12:1, 2, “I beseech you 
therefore, brethren by the mercies 
of God, that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable service. 
And be not conformed (or fashioned 
according) to this world, but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God.” 

“Do you mean to say that my mind 
has a part to play in this Christian 
walk?” Yes, and unless it becomes 
filled with the richness and goodness 
of God’s Word, salted with the grace 
of God, it can lead us into much 
trouble. Too many comic books and 
literature that saturate your mind 
and soul with cheapness and trash, 
will war against your spiritual life, 
tearing great gaping holes in the 





hedge that God has built for your 
protection. “Let us lay aside every 
weight and the sin which does so 
easily beset us.” Your mind can and 
will, if permitted, bring you into close 
communion with God, for we read in 
Philippians 4:8, “Finally brethren 
whatsoever things are honest, what- 
soever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are 
lovely, whatsoever things are of good 


report; if there be any virtue, if there 
be any praise, think on these things.” e 


The grand old apostle Simon Peter 
gave us some grand advice with his 
blessing in 2 Peter 1:2-10, “Grace and 
peace be multiplied unto you through 
the knowledge of God, and of Jesus 
our Lord, according as his divine 
power hath given unto us all things 
that pertain unto life and godliness, 
through the knowledge of him that 
hath called us to glory and virtue: 
whereby are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises: that by 
these ye might be partakers of the 
divine nature, having escaped the cor- 
ruption that is in the world through 
lust. And beside this, giving all dili- 
gence, add to your faith virtue; and to 
virtue knowledge; and to knowledge 
temperance; and to temperance pa- 
tience; and to patience godliness; and 
to godliness brotherly kindness; and 
to brotherly kindness charity. For if 
these things be in you, and abound, 
they make you that ye shall be neither 
barren nor unfruitful in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord Jesus Christ. But he 
that lacketh these things is blind, and 
cannot see afar off, and hath for- 
gotten that he was purged from his 
old sins. Wherefore the rather, breth- 
ren, give diligence to make your call- 
ing and election sure: for if ye do 
these things, ye shall never fall.” 

“For so an entrance shall be min- 
istered unto you abundantly into the 
everlasting kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ,” V. 11. Let us 
therefore be quick to hear, slow to 
speak, eager to know, and willing to 
accept the truths of God’s Word.

GREETINGS FROM NEW 
MISSIONARIES IN HAITI 


The following is a letter from Rev. 
and Mrs. Paul T. Nance, who have 
been duly appointed to succeed Rev. 
and Mrs. J. H. Walker, Jr., as super- 
intendent of our mission work in Haiti. 
Do remember to pray for our mission- 
aries with their new and increasing 
responsibilities in this needy field. 


Dear Brother Walker and Missions 
Board: 

Greetings from Haiti! Will try to 
write you a few lines pertaining to our 
arrival here. 

After much preparation, we arrived 
in Miami on June 13 at 5 p. m., and 
immediately reported to the Pan 
American Airlines office. The next day 


the States, and there were many 
hings yet to be done. We made two 
trips to the Haitian Consulate before 
obtaining our visas, and were even 
then granted only visitors’ visas, 
which will have to be renewed. 

Thursday morning we boarded the 
plane and took off at exactly 9 a. m. 
As we rose higher and higher into 
the air, several thousand feet above 
the ocean, and lost sight of our native 
land, it gave us a feeling that is hard 
to describe. But we were not afraid, 
as we felt confident our God was at 
the controls and would give us a safe 
journey, which He did. So this, our 
first experience in the air, was a very 
pleasant one. 

We made one stop in Camaguey, 
Cuba, and then on to Port-au-Prince, 
arriving at 1 p. m. We were met at 
the airport by Herbert and Lucille and 
baby, also Ruth and Odine. It took 
some time getting through the cus- 
toms and then we started for Petion- 
ville. It was then that we got our first 
mpression of Haiti. We cannot say 
hat things looked just as we expected 
hem to look for the need is far 
greater than one can realize. The 
streets were literally filled with peo- 
ee riding donkeys who were carrying 
eavy burdens. Also we saw hundreds 
of women walking carrying heavy 
loads upon their heads instead of in 
their hands. It all looked so different 
from life in the States. Another thing 
that bewildered us was the population. 
There are fields and fields of little 
straw-covered huts jammed close up 
together with large families living in 
each one. 
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Too, the need for the gospel and 
workers is far greater than we ex- 
pected. In spite of the great work 
which the Church of God is doing in 
Haiti, there is still much to be done. 
We can now see more clearly than ever 
what the Master meant when He said, 
“The fields are white unto harvest 
but the laborers are few.” About 
seventy-five per cent of the popula- 
tion still practice Voodoo worship and 
offer sacrifices to their heathen gods. 

We have started ——- French 
from a private teacher, with three 
lessons a week, from 6:30 to 7:30 in the 
mornings. We had our first lesson this 
morning, and while on our way back 
home, we saw a native woman stop 
at a statue and begin pouring out her 
heart in prayer to it. It gave me a 
feeling which I had never had before. 
It made me long to stop and tell her 
that this image could not hear her, 
nor do anything for her; but I could 
not, as I could not speak Creole (her 
language). The people in the States 
should thank God as never before 
that they live in Christian America 
and have such opportunities to serve 
the true God, with fine churches al- 
most on every corner. I mentioned to 
one of the workers that we could use a 
million dollars here if we only had it. 

Please continue to pray for us here, 
and for a great harvest of souls.—Your 
new missionaries, Rev. and Mrs. Paul 
T. Nance. 


GREETINGS FROM GUATEMALA 

Brother Pullin gives some informa- 
tion concerning the work and the 
prospects in a number of places. Read 
this report and remember to pray for 
them in this needy territory. 

“We had a trip to a convention on 
the southwest side of Guatemala with 





Mrs. Pullin, Wayne, and Brother 
Marcos Alhadeff. We spent two days 
there in company with the brethren of 
that district and also with the super- 
visor of the district, Joseph Cross 
Figueroa. Six souls were saved and the 
brethren were encouraged to have had 
extra services and the help brought 
to them through these services. 

“One bad feature of the trips was 
on the way home. On the little jerk- 
water railroad, we bought mixtures of 
some kind of food which the venders 
offer at the different stations, and 
the results were a sick stomach, some- 
thing like protein poisoning, and that 
really knocks me out. I am still 4 
little groggy, as they say, but hoping 
the thing doesn’t hang on, and that 
the Lord will rid me of the effects. 

“Our workers are on their toes, fig- 
uratively speaking. New works are 
being opened up around Escuintla. A 
letter came in just now from our 
worker in Chimaltenango, in which 
he says he, in company with another 
worker, has opened up meetings in 
Antigua, the old capitol of Guatemala. 
A letter from our worker on the north 
side of Guatemala says he has two 
new preaching places. Puerto Barrios, 
on the same side, is having souls saved 
and preparing for a conference in 
August. 

“In Taxisco on the south, a group 
of believers that were at one time 
connected with us are seeking our fel- 
lowship again, according to the worker 
out there, and there are other new 
prospects in that direction. 

“In Totonicapan there are. two new 
openings among family groups for 
preaching the Word. This month we 
installed a new pastor in Totonicapan 
and put the church under the super- 
vision of the supervisor and former 
pastor, Jose M. Enriquez. 

“George Giron, who was supplying 
there, is returning to his mountain 
district to fill in the vacancy there 
and supervise that upper district of 
Quiche. George did some good pinch- 
hitting, as we would call it in worldly 
language, during the crisis time in 
Totonicapan.”

Matt. 7:12 


It has often been said that it is 
hard to live a Christian life, but to 
say this is to discredit the grace of 
God in our lives. It is easy for a Chris- 
tian to live a Christian life. Any other 
life is contrary to the Spirit of Christ 
and the divine nature one receives 
when he becomes a Christian through 
the new birth. By nature, it is harder 
for the regenerated person to commit 
sin than to live holy. For a Christian 
to sin, he must betray the confidence 
of his friends, sear his conscience, and 
trample under foot the blood of Christ 
who loved us and gave Himself for 
us. There is a sufficiency for all our 
needs in Christ. One does not have to 
give up anything worth having in 
order to accept Christ. Therefore, 
Christian living is not only practical, 
but easy and is sufficient for all our 
needs. 

I shall discuss this subject further 
under three headings; namely, 
“Knowing Right,” “Doing Right,” and 
“Being Right.” 

KNOWING RIGHT 


As knowledge is one of the most es- 
sential factors in the successful pur- 
suit of any vocation, it is necessary 
that we avail ourselves of the means 
God has put at our disposal to attain 
this grace in order that we may use 
it to the glory of God. For the majority 
of us, knowing what is right, or what 
is the best thing under the circum- 
stances, is a grave problem. When we 
are fully convinced of this fact, it be- 
comes the criterion of our conduct; 
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our course is chartered, and we are 
willing to pursue it with diligence and 
determination. Therefore, our success 
as Christians depends largely on the 
extent of our knowledge of Christ and 
His Word. 

While we.are living in the greatest 
era of education our country has ever 
experienced, there is yet a crying need 
for the true knowledge of Jesus which 
alone is sufficient to solve the prob- 
lems of our lives. For lack of this 
knowledge, the world is in war and 
bordering on chaos today. The fact 
that education has failed to solve the 
social problems of life, the problems 
of war and of economics, is evidence 
that something is wrong with the ma- 
jority of our educational institutions. 
There are thousands of schools ded- 
icated to the task of teaching peo- 
ple, but the sad thing is that many 
have left off teaching the one Book— 
the Bible, which alone contains the 
whole truth by which our lives should 
be guided. Not only have they left off 
teaching the Bible, but their general 
conduct is such that it is conducive 
to immorality rather than spiritual- 
ity. Because this fundamental truth 
in the education of many is lacking, 
they are not able to solve the intricate 
problems of life, and stand in need of 
something they have failed to re- 
ceive; that is the knowledge of Christ. 

I want to say here, thank God for 
a school like the Church of God 
Bible Training School and College 
(Lee College), which is dedicated to 
Christian education, where the faith of 
boys and girls is strengthened in God 








and the Bible rather than weakened, 
as is the case in-many schools in our 
land. 

While our world is a potential gar- 
den of beauty, peace, security and 
plenty, yet we have wars, disease and 
poverty, because man whom God per- 
mits to inhabit His creation, does not 
know the Truth—Christ Jesus—who 
alone is able to direct our feet in the 
paths of peace and righteousness. 

I wish to reiterate that the “know- 
how” is the biggest problem for the 
successful pursuit of any endeavor. 
The fellow on the job who knows 
his work, gets the job done success- 
fully while the fellow who doesn’t 
know the work fails, and since this is 
true in spiritual things as well as sec- 
ular we should earnestly seek that 
true knowledge that will enlighten our 
lives along the pathway of practical 
Christian living which leads to our 
eternal home. 

Not only does the true knowledge of 
Christ and His Word enlighten ou 
minds, but enables us by our teachin 
and preaching to influence others for 
God and His Church. The Christian 
worker should be the most widely 
read, the most informed, understand- 
ing and holy person in the com- 
munity, and he will be if he prepares 
himself through diligent study and 
prayer. We cannot hope to have a 
congregation who possesses a knowl- 
edge of the Bible unless we preach 
and teach it to them. 

We are effective servants for Christ 
in proportion to the wealth of knowl- 
edge of Him which we possess in our 
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hearts and minds. Since knowledge is 
assimilated in our minds, it is impor- 
tant therefore that we cultivate them, 
nourish them on Divine Truth, as we 
nourish our bodies for they will de- 
termine our success in life. 

There are many ways to cultivate 
the mind, but the best way is by the 
reading of the Word of God. The Bible 
transcends the limitations of time and 
space. It gives us the fruits of what 
God did and what He wills us to do, 
and it is holy, pure and free from all 
imperfections one finds in other 
literature. It is amazing how the con- 
sistent study of God’s Word trans- 
forms and enriches our lives. It is not 
what we have materially, but spiri- 
tually, that determines our wealth. 
Those who persistently study the 
Bible are not only able to live a practi- 
cal Christian life, but have their own 
kingdom of infinite resource and 
satisfaction, and maintain their vigor 
and grip on life better as old age 
comes on. 

In our modern world, education is 
within the grasp of practically every- 
one. It is not a question of getting 
an education, but the problem still 
exists of getting the right kind of 
education. Everyone should have a 
good education, but, first of all, he 
should possess a living knowledge of 
Christ, which is far in advance of the 
head knowledge of wise and learned 
people. Peter and John knew nothing 
about Rabbi So-and-So, but they could 
speak the words that astounded those 
hide-bound Pharisees who thought 
there was no other way to get the 
knowledge of God except by their own 
profitless learning. Those who live 
consistently with Christ may not know 
a great many things considered im- 
portant, but they have taken hold of 
the central truth with power that men 
of books and systems and creeds and 
theological learning know nothing 
about. Religious professors are of little 
value unless there be heart experien- 
ces, and heart experiences are won- 
derful teachers of righteous truth. 


DOING RIGHT 

I know of no better rule to guide 
us by than the Golden Rule: “All 
things whatsoever ye would that men 
do to you, do ye even so to them.” 

We desire that people love us and 
take an interest in us. It makes us 
happy to know there are some who 
care enough for us to rejoice in our 
victories and weep with us in our sor- 
rows. We desire that they be sincere 
and not make a mere pretense of ap- 
preciation. It does not help our feel- 
ings greatly for someone to or us 
then, 
about the time we begin to be re- 
freshed as by a breeze from the ocean, 
and to blossom into newness of life 
under the breath of this springtime, 
produce a book that he is selling or 
tell us that he is eager for our support 
in the forthcoming election. That 
leaves us a bit cold. We want folks to 
be sincere in their expression of ap- 
preciation. 

We do not want our friends to be 
faultfinders. We want them to look 
for the best in us. We are conscious of 
the fact that if they seek for the 
worst, they will find it. This they will 
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do regardless of how nearly perfect we 
are. The only perfect man that the 
world ever knew was not exempt. 

Because we desire the good will of 
our fellow man is not a sign of selfish- 
ness or vainglory. The Lord Himself 
desired that men show their apprecia- 
tion, as is shown by His statement to 
the leper who had been cleansed, 
when He said, “Were there not ten, 
but where are the nine?” The nine 
that failed to come brought Him grief; 
the one who did come made His heart 
sing. 

If we desire the interest of others, 
we must be interested in them. This 
will win when everything else fails. 
When Will Rogers met his tragic 
death, he was lamented by millions of 
people. Why? He gave the answer him- 
self. He said, “I never saw a man I 
did not like.” The surest way to have 
friends is to be one. There is no better 
testimony for a Christian life than 
loving our neighbors and showing 
them by our action that we love them 
As we do this and put into practice 
the Golden Rule, we shall find it easier 
to give to others what we desire for 
ourselves. Therefore, if we wish to re- 
ceive God’s best and live a practical 
Christian life, we should remember 
this, “All things whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye even 
so to them.” 

Then if we desire to become profici- 
ent in practical Christian living, we 
should form good habits. Jesus formed 
good habits, “and as his custom was, 
he went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath day.” A man with good hab- 
its lives a good life. For this reason, 
it is of the highest importance that we 
give earnest attention to the forming 
of good habits. They are the results 
of our choices. We.make choices and 
persist in them until they become 
habits. Therefore, right choices form 
the whole business of living. 

Since good physical habits are es- 
sential to the health of our bodies, as 
medical science has proved, it should 
not surprise us that the same thing 
holds true in the realm of religion. 
How does one become proficient in 
goodness? It is a matter of right 
choices persisted in until they become 
right habits. This is not to leave God 
out, or to infer that man may become 
good without the divine work of grace 
wrought in his heart; but it is rather 
to give God a chance. Here are some 
of our great weaknesses as Christians. 
What are some of the habits we ought 
to form for practical Christian living? 


Every family ought to form the 
habit of having family prayer each 
night before going to bed. Not a night 
should pass that we do not gather the 
family together for Bible reading and 
prayer. 

Everybody ought to form the habit 
of participating in public worship. 
Jesus attended public worship. We 
read of Him this statement, “as his 
custom was, he went into the syna- 
gogue on the sabbath day.” If it was 
necessary for Him to pray and attend 
public worship, it is necessary for us. 

Our service to God should come 
first. We build fine homes for our- 
selves while the house of God goes 
lacking, but it should be the other 


way around. Building for God lasts; 
for selves, perishes. 

Another requisite for practical 
Christian living is private prayer. We 
do not have to pray elaborate prayers, 
but we should pray consistently. It is 
said of Israel’s army on one occasion, 
“They cried unto God in the battle, 
and he was entreated of them.” 
Theirs was not a long elaborate 
prayer. There was no time for long 
petitions when the swords of the Phi- 
listines were buzzing about their ears. 
It was only a cry, but God was en- 
treated of them. If we live a practical 
Christian life, we shall talk to Him 
and He will talk to us. : 

BEING RIGHT 


Being right at heart is another es- 
sential to practical Christian living. 
One may know and do good things, 
but if one is not right at heart, one’s 
work will not be the most effective 
and will fail to receive the record of 
the faithful. The thing that makes 
one effective in his work is what one 
is. A minister’s message is effective in 
proportion to what he himself is. 
Many eloquent sermons have failed to 
be effective because the persons who 
delivered them were not what they 
should be. A preacher whose message 
is backed by years of Christian living 
is far more effective than the begin- 
ner or one who has been inconsistent 
in Christian living. If we are to be 
competent and effective ministers or 
Christians, we must be faithful in 
Christian living. f 

In order to be practical Christians, 
we must be truthful. If we are truth- 
ful at heart, we shall stand for true 
principles. This is not always easy to 
do, but if we make it the guiding star 
of our lives, it will tend toward prac- 
tical Christian living. Any other atti- 
tude can only lead us down the road 
of unusefulness and failure. 

We must be holy. It is our duty as 
Christians to teach others to live holy, 
and in order to do so, it is imperative 
that we set the example before them. 
When we preach against sin, we must 
be sure it is not in our lives. We 
should keep our thoughts holy, as well 
as our actions. A great deal more is 
done by character than anything else. 
Most people look at you and me and 
come to their conclusion as to what 
religion is. It is not sermons but Chris- 
tian living that is the most important 
agency in spreading the gospel. 

They said of Peter and John, “They 
have been with Jesus.” As people are 
constrained to speak in that style 
about us, the Church of God, grows 
stronger each day. It is evident that 
Peter and John had been with Christ.

SALVATION ARMY AIMS TO 
REACH THE UNREACHED 


NEW YORK CITY—More than forty-seven 
thousand persons in the United States, con- 
verted last year through the efforts of the 
Salvation Army, have probably returned to 
the churches to which they once belonged, 
according to Commissioner Ernest I. Pug- 
mire, National Commander of the organiza- 
tion. 
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Recently returned from London, where he 
attended a world-wide conference of Salvation 
Army leaders, he said that the figures were 
cited there, and emphasized the Army’s posi- 
tion, as stated at the conference: “Our pri- 
mary purpose and chief end is to attract 
the unchurched to Christ. If we fail in this, 
nothing else really matters.” 

Men in the armed forces, according to 
Commissioner Pugmire, have always seemed 
surprised that Salvationists never tried first 
to get them to join the Salvation Army, but 
sought first to direct them to God, then left 
the choice of church affiliation to them. 

“The Salvation Army does not proselytizo,” 
Commissioner Pugmire said, “and while we 
are, of course, happy to see any unaffiliated 
converted person enroll as one of our soldiers, 
our primary objective is always their person- 
al salvation. We are grateful to have been 
instrumental in the conversion of 56,245 peo- 
ple in this country last year of whom 9,100 
enlisted as Salvationists. That means that 
the others were once members of various 
denominations, many of whom re-affiliated 
with their home church.”

INDIANAPOLIS, IND.—National Command- 
er George N. Craig of the American Legion 
has called upon the 17,398 posts and their 
13,427 auxilliary units to take the initiative 
in a nation-wide movement to bring America 
closer to God in the face of the perils of 
a super-atomic age.

At the evening 
rally 99 more souls recorded their decisions 
for Christ.—U. E. A. 


PUBLISHERS TOLD RISE IN 
SEX CRIMES IMPERILS MORAL 
FIBRE OF THE NATION 


NEW YORK—Edwin S. Friendly, presi- 
dent of the American Newspaper Publishers 
Association, said today that increasing sex 
crimes “imperil the moral fiber of our na- 
tion.” 

“Today the sex maniac is on the rampage,” 
Friendly said. “The depraved sex criminal 
has replaced the kidnaper as a threat to 
the peace of mind of the parents of America.” 

In an address prepared for a general meet- 
ing of the ANPA’s 64th annual convention, 
Friendly urged the newspapers of America 
to “help law enforcers curb these heinous 
crimes.” 

Friendly, vice-president of the New York 
World-Telegram and Sun, said rape cases in 
the United States have reached an all-time 
high—increasin: 100 per cent in the last 
15 years and per cent over prewar years. 

Referring to long-standing controversy over 
the extent to which newspapers should report 
sex crimes, Friendly quoted FBI Chief J. 
Edgar Hoover as saying newspapers should 
play up sex offenses to put the spotlight 
on offenders, but should withhold names of 
victims. Friendly added: 

“The newspapers of the nation have never 
been squeamish in reporting the news—in 
putting the honest facts before the public. 
They cannot afford to hedge in this grave 
matter. } 

“Let us back up tough legislation and un- 
diminished policing with forthright and 








courageous journalism to eliminate the serious 
menace of the sex criminal.”

“And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled with 
the Spirit,” Eph.

The preacher doesn’t have 
to work, so no wonder he can be out 
on time.” 

There is much more to pastoring 
or evangelizing than appears on the 
surface. You don’t know how long 
your pastor was in prayer for you and 
others on Saturday night. You didn’t 
know he made eight or ten calls on 
real or imaginary sick people. The 
devil wants to get you in his barber 
shop. The first cut may not get your 
strength, but after awhile your power 
will be gone. 

Fault-finding is one of his fancy 
trims. He will show you the entire 
church’s faults but never your own. 
Then there is gabbing, which from a 
start of nothing grows into a mess of 
the greatest magnitude, leaving be- 
hind a trail of wreckage, blasted lives 
and souls destined to spend an eterni- 
ty in a devil’s hell. 

The best way to live for God is to 
go according to Romans 12:1. Let your 
life be a sacrifical life for God, and 
every thought be brought into cap- 
tivity unto obedience to Christ. Then 
you will have the mind of Christ alert 
to every trap that Satan may have to 
lead you into his barber shop and 
shear you of all your spiritual strength.
